FAILS TO EFFECT 
ANY COMPORMISE 


King Edward Unsuccéssful in Bud- 
get Controversy---Suffragettes 
Pursuing Asquith. 


Bulletin Special Cable 

London, Oct. 7-—The King thus far 
has been unsuccessful in artanging a 
compromise in the budget controversy 
He is still trying, however, to prevent 
a crisis, and today had another con- 
sultation with Premier Asquith, who 
prolonged his visit at Balmoral castle. 
As time passes the difficulties in 
avoiding a conflict between the House 
of Commons and the House of Lords 
increases, the «trong party men on 
both sides being eager for the fight. 

The Liberal members who scattered 
to their constituencies when the de- 
bate on the finance bill was announce. 
ed, in their speeches have stated that 
the concessions made since the bill 
was introduced should satisfy its op- 
ponents, and express themselves as 
strongly opposed to any compromise. 

A Vote for Home Rule. 

On the other hand, the Unionists, 
who have made all preparations for 
an election, are urging the leaders to 
do nothing that might prevent an im- 
mediate appeal to the people. They 
have seized upon Mr, Redmond’s 
statement to America that the last 
obstacle, to Home Rule would have 
gone with the disappearance of the 
veto by the House of Lords, and are 
Saying that a vote for the ‘budget is 
a vote for Home Rule. 

In the meantime the House of Lords 
is radically amending the Trish land 
bill. The Lords threw out the clauses 
providing for compulsory purchase, 
thus raising another issue between the 
two houses The Nationalists have 
announced that they .will insist upon 
restoring these clauses when the bill 
returns to the House ef Commons

CIVIL ACTION 
OVER LAND DEAL 


Uuion Trust Co.Sues Joh B, Gardin. 
er to Recover 20,600 Acrés 
of Land. 


—_—— 


John B. Gardiner emiled when he 
stood in the witness box of the Su- 
preme Court before Chief Justice Sif- 
ton this morning and was asked . 
ther he was a novice at the real es- 
tate business, Mr. Gardiner is one 
ef the most prominent realty men of 
Edmonton. He is interested in the 
Capital Hill sub-division and set the 
proposition on foot for the building 
of the Arlington aoartment hpuse, at 


, 


the corner of Sixth and Victoria 
avenue. At the nog time he is 
defendant in prebably the largest 


civil action that has ever been tried 
in this city 

The action is brought against Mr. 
and Mrs. Grdiner for thea cancellation 
of an agreement made by the Union 
Trust Company with J. B. Gardiner 
and wife for the sale of 19,495 acres of 
land in the Vermilion district on 
July 20, 1906. The defendant made 
a cash payment of $1 per acre and 
then defaulted on the fourth payment, 
of which there iy to be twelve in 
all, extending t6 the year 1016, and 
totalling, with interest, the sum of 
$142,838.98. No payments have been 
made since the default, with th econ- 
sequence that the interest on the 
arrears is now greater than the cash 
payment made, 

Alleges Verbal Agreement. 

The defendant alleges that at the 
time the original contract was made 
he had a verbal arrangement with 
one of the officere of the Union Trust 
Company, whereby he was to be al- 
lowed to sell portions of the land and 
turn the contracts in on his original 
putehase The company denies any 
tuch arrangement, and, while the case 
was in progress, produced letters 
written by Gardiner, in whieh he 
stated that he never thought of puch 
a condition ‘n his contract 

Although unable to make his pay- 
ments as required and although his 
contract with the Union Trust Com- 
pany was void, and he had in reality 
no lands to sell, the defendant sold 
portions of the property to seventeen 
parties, all of whom desire that 
their contracts wih Gardiner shal) be 
recognized. 

Gardiner, in the course of his two 
hours’ examination in the witness 
box this morning, said that all these 
parties had made a@ first payment on 
their property and some had made 
a second payment, but that he had 
not turned the proceeds over to the 
Union Trust Company because, a8 
he said, it was not accepted. He was 
unable, however, to produce any booky 
to show what amounts have been paid 
by purehasers, but said that during 
the intermission he could figure the 
claim of each one down to a cent, 

Action to Abrogate Contract. 

The action of the plaintiff company 
enlarged to include, the absolute cessa- 
tion of the contract on the date of June 


8, 1908 a declaration that caveats filled 
against the property by all the above 
mentioned defendants be removed and 


that an order that the plaintiff be given 
recovery of the above lands. 

The remova! o fthe caveats causes ac- 
tion to be taken against J. B, Kemp, of 
Minneapolis, R. Wl Gardiner, of Win- 
nipeg; Geoffrey Hitzler Walton, of Win- 
nipeg; John Johnston, of Salteau, Alta., 
and J. BE. Davidson of Winnipeg, all of 
whom bought property from Gardiner 
and filed caveats in the North Alberta 
Land Registration District.
